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ABSTRACT 

During 1987, a total of 758,367 people (3 percent 
more than in 1986) took the General Educational Development (GED) 
tests at 3,314 testing locations. Of these, 511,973 earned scores 
qualifying them for equivalency credit. Thus, approximately 74 
percent of the examinees who completed the test battery in 1987 
earned scores that were sufficient to qualify for the diploma awarded 
by their state, territory, or province. Departments or minist ies of 
education in the United States and Canada awarded 472,007 credentials 
(5 percent more than in 1986) based on the GED test results. The 
average age of the 1987 examinees was 26.7 years, with nearly 29 
percent being 19 or younger and 11 percent being 40 or older. The 
majority of examinees (724,092) took the English language edition of 
the tept, 31,757 took the Spanish edition, 1,640 took the French 
edition, and 878 took a special edition (Braille, large-print, or 
audiocas^ette) . The examinees completed an average of 9.9 years of 
schooling before leaving high school. Over half the examinees 
reported that they planned to continue their education and training 
beyond the high school level. Since 1971, the following states have 
had the largest increases in the number of GED diplomas awarded: 
Vermont (45 percent), Mortn Carolina (36 percent), Alaska (35 
percent), and Oklahoma (27 percent). (Eight tables and four figures 
summarizing program results are included.)

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Repoi;|t Summary 

This report includes data collected from each participating department of education and 
the GED Testing Service for testing conducted during calendar year 1987. I" addition, 
comparative data for earlier years are included in TABLES 7 & 8. 

During 1987 758,367 people — three percent more than 1986 — took the GED Tests. 
As a result of testing conducted at 3.314 testing locations. 511,973 examinees earned 
scores that qualified them for an equivalency credential. 

Approximately 74% of the examinees who completed the test batter/ in 1987 earned 
scores sufficient to qualify for the diploma awarded by their state, territory, or province. 
Departments and ministries of education in the United States and Canada awarded 
472,007 credentials — up five percent from 1986 — based on GED Test results. 
Annually, one of every seven high school diplomas in the United States is issued based 
on results from the GED Tests. 

According to TABLE 2, the average age of the 1987 examinees was 26.7 years. Nearly 
29% of the examinees were 19 years or younger; about 41% were between 20 and 29 
yoars: approximately 19% were between 30 and 39 years; and 11% were 40 or older. 

TABLE 3 shows that 724.092 people took an English language edition of the tests; 
31.757 toGk a Spanish language edition; and 1,640 took a French language edition. 878 
people took a special edition of the battery (i.e. audio cassette, braille or large print), a 
33% increase over 1986. The special editions are available in all testing jurisdictions. 

The examinees, as reported in TABLE 4. had completed an average of 9 9 years of 
f^hooling before leaving high school. In TABLE 5, over half of the examinees reported 
\\%^ i were planning to continue their education or training beyond the high school level. 

TABLE 6 shows the number of high school equivalency credentials issued by each ju* 
risdiction since 1971. In the United States, the states with ihe largest increases in the 
number of GED diplomas included: Vermont (45%). North Carolina (36%). Alaska (35%). 
and Oklahoma (27%). In Canada, the largest increases in the number of GED diplomas 
occurred in Alberta (52%) and New Brunswick (23%). These credentials are accepted by 
more than 90% of the colleges and universities and by most employers to satisfy require- 
ments for a secondary education credential. 

The statistics in this report demonstrate that the GED testing program continues to offer 
a substantial number of people the opportunity to qualify for a hign school equivalency 
cedential. Since 1971. the program has enabled over six and a half million adults to 
obtain foimal recognition of their educational development through their attainment of a 
high school equivalency diploma.
